Prices  paid  for  Amer  -can  barreled  angles  on  the  Liverpool  auction 
on  Wednesday,  April  4,  shor   'ittle  change  from  those  paid  last  week,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  received  ?.n  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  B-areau  of  Agri- 
cultural Sconoraics  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Special- 
ist in  Europe.    Pacific  Northwest  Winesaps  are  somewhat  higher  but  Oregon 
Yellow  Newt owns  were  lower  because  of  the  inferior  condition  of  the  fruit. 


Barreled  apples  in  general  are  only  in  light  supnly.  Virginia 
Albemarle  Pippins  were  actively  competed  for,  U.  S.  No.   1,  2^  inch  stock 
ranging  from  $11.68  to  $12.17  against  $10.95  to  §11.92  last  week,  Boxed 
varieties  were  in  moderate  supply.     The  demand  for  Washington  Wine  sans 
shows  some  improvement,  Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes  150/163/175  bringing 
from  33.16  to  33.28  against  33.04  to  33.10  last  week.    There  was  also  a 
good  demand  for  Oreg.  >-■  Yellow  Newt  owns,  but  at  lower  prices,  because  of 
the  fact  that  only  v.  y  small  quantities  were  in  first  class  condition. 
Some  boxes  were  shor  -  , ;  over  10  per  cent  decay,  Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes 
150/163/175  in  fair  condition,  ranged  from  33.47  to  S3. 53  against  33.89 
to  34.14  paid  for  fruit  in  first  class  condition  last  week. 

Supplies  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand  apnles  afloat  are  consider- 
ed excessive.     According  to  latest  reports  a  total  of  650,000  cases  is 
scheduled  to  arrive  during  the  month  of  April.     The  available  sum) lies 
of  Nova  Scotian  and  Canadian  barreled  angles  are  light  and  the  market  is 
unchanged. 


Some  California  oranges  have  arrived  in  poor  condition,  the  fruit 
showing  considerable  blue  mold  decay.     Fruit  in  good  condition  brought 
from  34.38  to  36.08  per  case.     Spanish  oranges  are  still  bringing  from 
34.38  to  35.11  per  1/2  case  of  110  -pounds  and  Jaffa  oranges  from  34.38 
to  35.35  ner  case  of  80  pounds.     Jamaican  grapefruit  during  the  auction 
ranged  from  35.35  to  35.96  ner  case.
